Further Information as to the Manner 
in Which the Deals Were 
Brought About. 



There Is no subjei t of more In- 
terest Just now to Eastern Kentucky 
than that of railroads. Tbe fol- 
lowing from the Cincinnati Enquir- 
er contains some Interesting Infor- 
mation: 

The "Inside" story of the fight 
now being wagod by the Chesapeake 
and Ohio, the Louisville and Nash 
vllle and the llaltlmore and Ohio 
Railroads for the coal traffic from 
the mines In Eastern Kentucky was 
revealed to Cincinnati railroad men 
yest rflsy. Incidentally It shows 
tha" a national bank of this city 
played a p umliinnt part in llio deal 
by which Hie Chesapeake and Ohio 
•pent Is.500.0fj0 In "botillng up" 
the ronl traffic. Ixiuisvllle bank- 
ers were first sounded on their 
views of the situutlon, but profess- 
ed lo know little or uothlng about 
tho possibilities of the virgin coal 
fields In the eastern pnri of the 
state. One of the officers of the 
Cincinnati bank wus thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the new coal field nni 
Its possibilities, nnd the Chesapeake 
and Ohio found tho bank Officials 
willing to lend an ear to their 
ploadings. This waa the main re 
sou »ii.. the Cacsspcafcc and Ohio 
bus made Cincinnati Instead of 
LouJsvUlo the principal gateway, in 
connection with the Cincinnati, lla'i- 
lltou aud Dayion. for lis coal traf- 
fic destined for the great hikes ond 
polntB in the Northwest. 

Just When Uje Chesapeake and 
Ohio felt secure regarding the coal 
traffic, President H. M. SmUJiait tbe 
Ills .md Nashville, bfitifc to 
take notice of the Kentucky t^al 
fields. He went to the operator?: 
and ou their promise that the Lou- 
isville and Nashville would secure 
annual shipments of at lea#t 1,000,- 
000 tons of coal, he swung the deal 
lhat brought the Lexington *. Haste 
em under L. and N. coiltrul, and 
started work he extension of 
the L. and r :n Jackson', Breath- 
itt (ounty. ue coal fields. When 
the cxtei hi com pined the Lou- 
lavillo kud NashVille will haul tills 
coal to Louisville, from which point 
II will bo distributed. 

Last fall President Stevens oi 
tbo Chesapeake and Ohio, took Wll- 
lam Cotter, then President of the 
C H. und I)., and President Uan- 
lel Willard. or the llaltlmore and 
Ohio systscm, to the Kentucky coal 
fields. It was given out at tie 
lime that they "wanted to lopk at 
the scenery." but on the trip 
President Wlllurd was Impressed 
with tho possibility of the now field. 
The result was Hint the H. and O. 
threatened to parallel the C. and 
O. Into the coal fields un- 
less the C. and O. give 
It trackage rights on equal terms, 
thus making three carriers that 
are seeking to get tbo majority of 
the coal traffic. The B. and O. Is 
building a road from Shelby. Ky.. lo 
the Ohio river, where It will have 
direct connections with Its own 
tracks. 

The C. and O.protestod to the coal 
operators when they promised traf- 
fic to the other roads, but found 
that It was useless to try and stop 
the deals thut had been made. The 
LoalsvUle and Nashville will spend 
about $3. .'00. 000 to get Into thi 
t'leld. It Is a strange tinppenlug 
tint throe roads building from three 
different points of the compass will 
end their extensions within a rad- 
ius of about 10 miles. 

The Carolina .Cllnchflcld and Ohio

Neither had large sums 
of money. They were going to 
their homes In Wayne county. where 
both were nwalted by fumllles. 

Thinking lo Buve a little money, 
at Keno/u. the men boarded a 
rrelght train on the Norfolk ami 
Wesleru railroad. This is tbe 
lost time tlioy were seen alive so 
far as the authorities can ascertain. 
A few hours later Pratt was picked 
up se:ween tho tracks near Naug- 
aluck and fifty yards further up 
the Una was found the body of Jar- 
rell down the embankment, at the 
side of the road. Prutt was ahot 
through half a dozen times, while 
four bullets had riddled the body of 
Jarrell. The former appeared to 
have been literally dumped from 
the rear cur. The body was hud- 
(II, il on the traiit.the head down in 
a heap.
